THE RIV GRANDE. 


Despatcues from the Rio Grande region have 
been fiying thick and fast this week and our troops 
have again to undergo the privations and bardships 
ineident to active service in the fleld during the 
winter. On Dec. 16 Gen. Wheaten ordered Troop D. 
3d Cavalry, Capt. George F. Chase, and Troop K, 34 
Cavalry, Capt. George K. Hunter, to p im- 
mediately to the Rio Grande border for the purpose 
of aiding the others already in the field in dispers- 
ing the bands of Mexican brigands. Troops from 
Fort Ringgold and companies of the 18th Infantry 
from Fort k are also in the field. The troops of 
the 7th U. 8S. Cavalry from Fort Riley have been or- 
dered to the scene of action. There seems to be a 
public opinion in Texas that the War Department 
ought long ago to have stationed more troops along 
the Rio Grande. A San Antonio despatch of Deo. 1 
says: “The Grand Jury gaye the fullest meed of 
praise to the officers of Fort McIntosh, Fort Ring- 
gold and Fort Brown for the skill and energy with 
which the handful of troops at their command met 
the difficult situation which confronted them, but 
it laid the blame of the whole situation upon the 
shoulders of the War Department.” It may be. 
very properly transferred to the shoulcers of Oon- 
gress. Capt. Oscar Elting, with Troop EB, 3d Cav., 
from Camp Pena, arrived in San Antonio Deo, 17 
and left the same evening for Fort McIntosh, from 
where they will take the field. Troop [, under Lt. 
P. W. West, was last heard from a few days ago. He 
was then a few miles below Carrizo on the trail of 
the outlaws. The Mexican Government has officially 
called the attertion of the @. 8. Government to the 
raids into Mexico from the American side, and al- 
though things are not thought to be as bad as rep- 
resented, the additional troops ordered into the De- 
panes’ of Texas, with the troops now there, will 

ave a good effect. A Fort MoIntosh correspondent 
writes: “‘ No one bere believes there is any revolu- 
tionary tendency in this raid, only a band of cut- 
throats, and it will be the merest chance if the blue 
troopers get even within hearing of them.” [tis 
rumored, says a despatch, that “Gen. Lostenas 
Rocha, the instructor at the National Military Aca- 
demy at Chapultepec, has gone to join the revolu- 
tionary movement. If he is identified in any wa 
with such a project, thousands of Me~icans wi 
flock to him, us he is the most popular officer in the 
Mexican Army and the best informed man in 
Mexico on military tactics."" A Washington de- 
spatoh says: ‘“‘ With the 8d Cavalry already in the 
field, the 18th and 234 Regiments of Infantry to 
draw upon and the three troops of cavalry from Ft. 
Riley, specially mounted and equipped for service 
along the Rio Grande, it is Gen. Schofield’s opinion 
that Gen. Wheaton will be able to bring the depre- 
dations of Garza’s band to a close.”

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LONG-DISTANCE RIDING. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the ARmy AND Navy Journat of Nov. 12 is an 
article on long distance riding, to which wy atten- 
tion was called by a retired Army cffiicer now resid- 
ing in Brooklyn. In the article was mentioned the 
| ele of the Mexican mail rider between 

Paso and Chihuahua. As the writer of this ar- 
ticle once made this ride, from Ubibuahbua to El 
Paso, in company with the Mexican mail carrier in 
April, 1866, a record of the same may not be without 
interest. 

The country ridden over isa vast plain, covered 
with grass, the watering places at infrequent inter- 
vals, and, in one instance, it is 40 miles from 
one watering place to another. About 20 miles from 
El Paso there is a ridge of sand hills some five miles 
in width—not a green thing of any kind grows upon 
them and the sand isso shifting that the slightest 
wind obliterates all signs of foot prints or wagon 
tracks a few moments after they are made. 

The writer being in Chibuahua was called to El 
Paso on important business. He owned a black borse 
about 14% bands high, which had been ridden from 
Fort Davis, Texas, to Chibuabua about a week be- 
fore. This borse had been bred at some place in the 
State of Chibuabua, was of good style and action, 
and was bought from a cavalry officer of the Mexi- 
can Army. The writer, at the time, weighed about 
130 pounds and carried, during the ride, the arms 
and ammunition necessary in a country infested by 
hostile Indians, and rode on a Mexican saddle 
weiching about 30 pounds, We left Chihuahua on 
a Tuesday nigbt a' 10 o’clock. The mail carrier had 
two ponies, it being his custom to alternately ride 
one and lead the other, so that in case of being at- 
tacked by Indians he evuld have a fainy 
fresh horse upon which to make his escape. We rode 
steadily until Wednesday morning about 10 o’clock, 
when a halt was made op a stream, where the 
horses were watered and grazed for perhaps two 
hours. We ate our breakfast of * Tortillas,” drank 
cold coffee, carried in canteens and had 40 winks of 
sleep. Remounting, we pursued our way until 
pearly sunset, when another halt was made. All of 
Wedneeday night we rode steadily, making one or 
two short stops, of which the borses took advantage 
to nibble a few mouthsful of grass, while my Mexi- 
can friend enjoyed his inevitable cigarette, and 
both of us took short naps. 

Thus we rode on, halting at intervals, until Fri 
day morning, when about daybreak we came to the 
sand bills. Through this terrible waste we strug- 

led, sometimes walking and leading our horses. 

merging from the bills, sometime after sunrise, we 
pushed op, arriving at El Paso at 11 o’clock on Fri- 
day morning, thus accomplishing, in 61 hours, a dis- 
tance said to be 300 miles. My horse, though jaded 
and badly drawn in his belly and flank, was as fresh 
as ever ip a few days, notwithstanding the fact vbat 
the only care be got after his performance was in 
being turned loose in a very good pasture pvear El 
Paso. The Mexican returned to Chihuabua, leaving 
El Paso on the Tuesday following. The writer 
sbortly afterwards rode the same horse from old Ft. 
Bliss, near E! Paso, to Eagle Spring, Texas, a dis- 
tance of 180 miles, in 27 hours, overtaking at the 
Spring a mule train of freight wagons on their way 
to San Antonio. The same horse was ridden every 
day afterwards, keeping along with the wagons un- 
til we reached San Antonio. Of course, the only 
forage a borse got in doing such work as this was the 
gramma and mesquite grasses that grow on the arid 
plains of Mexico and Texas. Henry WARREN. 





LIFE INSURANOKE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir will be of interest to Army officers abeut to in- 
vest in life insurance policies to learn what disposi- 
tion was made of an application of mine for two 
$1,000 twenty-year endowment policies submitted 
to tbe Mutual Life of New York. Tne company 
stated ip writing, not only tbrough its General 
Manager, but threugh its general and speciai agents 
in Oregon, that its terms to Armv officers are as 
follows: * Permission to perform any military duty 
at any miliary station orin the fleld, to engage ino 
Indian warfare, and to handle gunpowder and 
otber explosives to such apn extent aus mav be re- 
quired in the discharge of official duties. Provision 
is made, bowever, tbat in case of civil war, or of 
war levied by or against a foreign power or govern- 
ment, sucb equitable extra premium shall be paid 
as may be fixed by tbe company. If these extra 
premiums are vot paid, they shall be a lien upon 
the pclicy, and sba!'l, with interest, be deduced 
from any dividends credited to said policy or from 
the insurance money in case of death before a divi- 
dend is credited.” 

Such conditions as the above, while they allow 
opportunity for a most liberal construction in favor 
of the c: mpany in case of death by war, are in tbe 
main favorable, and | was induced to make appli- 
cation as above stated. My cor fidence in the com- 
papy wasincreared by the belief that a promineut 
retired Army officer, Prof. Wm. H. C. Bartle:t, was 
atill the Actuary. Laterl learned from nim that he 
bad not held any office in the company for four 
years, 

Knowing, however, that passing years act upoo 
insurance agents as upon everyone else, aid 
cause them to become ecattered and to die; ulso 
that verbal promiser and those made upon separate 
slips of paper are apt to become lost and forgotten; 
1 was led to endorse upon the face of my applica- 
tion, much against the wisbes of the special agent, 
the following conditions with which it was made: 
=‘ This application made only uvon condition that 
1 be permitted to reside in or t: ~9l through any 
country or over any water,and. ‘gage in any 
duty imposed upon me by superior, athority, witb- 
out prejudice to this policy while it shall remain in 
force”’—a condition no more favorable than that 
held out by the company. 

The result of my making this endorsement was 
the rejection of tae application, after a delay of two 
mnths. 

The medical examiner stated that there was no 
cause for réjection in my physical condition and 
that I wasin excellent bealth; so there was noth- 
ing bere to prejudice the vase. Furthermore I bold 
@ policy im another company upon the same terms I 


It occurs to me that before an Army officer un- 
dertakes the thankless task of contributing to the 
salaries of the officers in a fat corporation, he ought 
carefully to consider how much heis the gainer, for 
himself or his heirs. These policies are all, except 
the endowment ones, paid after death to widows or 
executors. Shall we make contracts liable to be de- 
feated because we die in some unusual manner 
while performing duty, and thereby leave our de- 
pendents without the support we have intended 
during life that they should have? Shall we leave 
defects in our contracts so that our executor must 
have recourse to a law-suit to enforce fulfilment? 

The only writings which pass between the insured 
and the company are the application and the policy. 
Any conditions or promises not contained in these 
cannot be proved when the case comes into court, 
except with the greatest difficulty, if at all. Usually 
the witnesses to the transaction and most of the 
members of the corporation at the time of making 
the contract, are dead. Promises and conditions not 
contained in these two papers are as if they had 
never been made. 

I took occasion therefore to impose such condi- 
tions as any officer who is apt to die io the perform 
ance of duty bas aright to demand; and because [ 
put these conditions where they would live and 
show perpetually ss part of the original transac- 
tion, my apolication was rejected. 

This will be of interest to any officer who contem- 
plates insuring with this or any other company. No 
one will willingly confer a benefit that bas to be 
collected after death in an action at law. Army offi- 
cers are excellent risks; they rarely die of any other 
ailment than old age; therefore the insurance com- 
panies are not assuming disastrous liab'lities when 
they grant these policies. And we can afford to 1m- 
pose conditions which will prevent the defeat of our 
policies when the exigencies of service put us on the 
same plane of peril with other men. '

GENERAL COUORTS-MARTIAL CASES. 


Ta a case recently tried at Fort D. A. Russell, the review. 
ing authority, Gea. Brooke, says: “ There were referred to 
the court for its consideration, in the event of conviction, 
duly certified copies of five previous trials and convictions 
by summary court, When offered by the judge advocate 
the court rejected this evidence upon a showing that tnere 
were slight errors in copying the original records, presum. 
ably clerical omissions. The purpose of the introduction of 
this character is to inform the court of the offences charg. 
ed, of the fact of conviction, and the approval of the sen. 
tence by the post commander, and the court was in error in 
rej-cting these copies unless satisfied of such material vari. 
ations from the original as discredited them in the particu- 
lars mentioned.”’ 


In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort McKinney 
for desertion, the reviewing authority, Gen. Brooke, savs: 
“The p ings were returned tothe court for revision 
and attention invited tothe fact that the record failed to 
show affirmatively, as required in G. 0.91, A. G. O.. 1881, 
that the accused understood that his plea of guilty to the 
charge of desertion was an acknowledgment of his inten. 
tion to desert, and not merely of unauth »rized absence. The 
court met in reconvened session, cailed the accused before 
it,and, upon receiving from him a statement deemed at 
variance with his plea of guilty, reopened the case, entered 
a plea of not guilty, and proceeded to take evidence. The 
action of the court in reopening tne case aod admitting new 
testimony, was in direct viclation of G. O, 47, A. G. O. 








The cbject in returning this case for revision was to secure 
such amendment as would make the proceedings conform 
to the facts. It was assumed that G. O. 91, A. G. O., 1881, bad 
been fully complied with, and that there had beeo an omis- 
sion te make proper entries in the record. It was intended 
that the court should supply this omission in the record of 
revision. It was entirely incompetent for the court to 
amend the pleaand try the caseanew. The original pro- 
ceedings are, with the exception noted above, approved. 
The findings and sent«nce and the proceedings upon revision 
are disapproved.” (G.C. M. O. 89, Dept. Platte, 1892.)

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THE STATE TROOPS AT BUFFALO. 
INTERESTING REPORT BY LIEUT. E. E. HARDIN, U.S. A. 


From the very interesting report which follows 
we have omitted only the formal statements of facts 
already well known to our readers from previous 
reports, a brief account of the occasion for mobili- 
zation and description of the camps occupied by 


the troops: 
New Yérx, Dec. 3, 1892. 
Adjutant General U.S. Army, Washington, D. C.: 

S12: I bave the honor to submit the following report on 
mobilization and concentration of the New York State 

roops at Buffalo, N. Y., in Augustla*t. * * * 

The time did not admit of the preparation of formal or- 
ders, and all of the troops moved on telegraphic orders. 
Theee orders simply directed commanding officers to assem- 
ble their commands equipped for field service, supplied with 
three days rations and sixty rounds of ammunition. At 
the same tiwe the railroad companies were ordered to fur- 
nish transportation, and the troops were sent to Buffalo as 
fast as the railroads could doit. In every case, the com- 
mands were ready to move before the transportation was 
ready forthem. * * * 

The striking switchmen, presenting no appearance by 
which they could be distinguished from other citizens, 
were thus enabled to be in the vicinity of switches, and Jost 
no opportunity to turn switches, without the slightest con 
sideration for the safety of passengers. Tis made it abso- 
jutely necessary to guard every switch. For this purpose 
the troeps were admirably distributed and placed in four- 
teen cemps, shown on accompanying map, and in general 
order No. 2 Headquarters 4th Brigade, appended, * * * 

The health of the trcops was excellent. The duty re- 
quired of them was extremely disagreeable. They were on 
guard more than half of the time, guarding switches, and 
turnisbing guards for freight.trains. It wasimpoasibie to 
move or make up freight trains without a heavy guard, as 
the strikers would uno*uple a train every time it stopped, 
and attacked the new switchmen whenever an cpportunity 
offered. Tbe newly employed switchmen were afraid to go 
anywhere witbout a soldier. The soldiers behaved ina 
most admirable manner. There was no drunkenness; they 
kepttheir temper under extreme aggravation. Not only 
were ay | continually assailed bythe most violent and 
abusive language, but were frequently assauited with 
stones and other missles. 

ony | two deatbs occurred. Onea soldier, who was run 
over by a freight traiu, the other a citizen, supposed to be a 
striker, who was shot by a soldier, while attempting to 

pe arrest after being detected in tampering witha 
switch, 

The soldier, who belonged in Oswego, was sent home for 
burial, and Capt. Bowman, 9tb Inf., commanding at Ft. On- 
tario. furnished an escort from bis company for the tuneral. 
This action of Capt. Bowman was highiy avpreciated by the 
officers and men of the National Guard. | have heard of no 
cases of bad behavior while en route bome. 

A few of the companies in embarking and disembarking 
followed the method suggested bv Lt. Hamilton, 5th Art., 
but this method is generally thought to have more faults 
toan merits, and especially to leave too little latitude in 
aune the men. In long Jouruese by rail the men #wiil, and 
should be allowed to exchange their seats, and come to- 
gether as natural inclinations prompt. 

The most generally foliowed method is to assign the cars 
to the companies on puepeciee to their strength ; the pla- 
toons then enter and jeave the cars under tbe immediate di- 
rection of the chiefs of platoon. The embarkation and dis- 
embarkation 1s made very quickly and without confusion. 

Toe discipline was excelient, the manner of performing 
the guard duty shows the result of the training which the 
men have received in the State Camp of Instruction. The 
equipments met all the needs of the occasion. The supply 
ot tents was ample, and more tents were supplied than were 
needed. Those troops who were not in tents were so situ- 
ated that they cou!d pot use them. 

Provisions were purchased in Buffalo, aud where it was 
possible, tbe men were supplied with cooked ratioos, Where 
this was not practicable, cooking utensils were furnished 
and the men did their own cooking. 

There was vo lack of good cooks among the men, and 
those commands who did their own cooking were best sat- 
ished. The supply of provisions at first was unsatisfactory, 
owing to the difficulties of getting them to the men on the 
outposts and at the distance they were from the source of 
supply, but these difficulties were soon overcome, and the 
subsistence before the end was quite satisfactory. 

The beadquarters of the 4'h Brigade were in the city, and 
the entire soministration was under the control of Brig.- 
Gen. P.C. Duyle. He was aided by bisuwn staff, which was 
composed of very energetic men, and also by the Inspector- 
General, Surgeon- Genera! and several other officers of the 
General Staff of the State. 

Affairs were administered with a view to accomplish the 
objects aimed at, and without any complications arising 
from a too strict adherence to the routine formalities. Maj 
Gen. Josiah Porter, Adjitant-General of the State, was 
present with full powerto act for the Governor, and did 
everything which could be done to contribute to the wel- 
fare and comfort of the troops. The administration of 
affairs was excellent. 

Tbe Signal Corps showed some excellent results of the 
careful training it has received. M ssages were transmi:ted 
by flag, and telegraphic connections were made between 
beauquarters and all the cumps. Operators were furnished 
by the Signal Corps, and they also made all the convections. 

The general result of my observations is that the system 
of iastruction adopted in this State is excelient. While there 
were developeu certain deficiencies in the method of supply- 
ing the troops, these deficiencies being now known, can and 
will undoubtedly be remedied. Tne general discipline and the 
manner of performing duty, convinces me that the resuits 
obtained by the careful trainiog of small bodies of troops in 
the State Camp far outbalance any results in the way of 
knowledge of cooking, camping and campaigning gener- 
ally, which might be obtained by the collection of larger 
bodies of troops in camp where they would do their owa 
cooking. While I recognize the importance of such traia- 
ing, I know that no Na:iona!l Guard can give the time ne- 
cessary to obtain it, and at the same time acquire the strict 
discipline and accurat training obtained in small bodies 
from competent instruccors. I believe what occurred at 
Buffalo shows that troops trained in drill and guard duty, 
as these troops are at the State Caup, and accustomed to 
obedience will readily conform to the conditions of a cam- 
paign. The resuits of the equad system of the new Drill 
Regulations were very clearly shown to be good, by the 
efficieat cenduct of the non-commissioned officers, eapec- 
ially those who bad received instruction in the extended or- 
der drill. 1 am indebted to Capt. C. F. Roe, Troop A, for a 
parrative of bis experience at Buffalo, and the suggestions 
made to him by that experience, and enclose a copy of it. 

The percentage of the total strength of the organizations 
present at Buffalo, 91.56 per cent., shows that the men can 
be depended upon to turn out for duty whencalied. Many 
of the organizations bad already performed a tour of duty 
at the camp. The call for men was totally unexpected, 
many of the men had already bad their summer vacation, 
and many others were away on vacation at the time. Ua- 
der these circumstances, the percentage of attendance was 
perticularly good, No less thaa six companies had one 
hundred per cent. of tetal strength present. 

I accempanied tbe Surgeon General of the State on a tour 
of inspection of the different camps. He pers>nally in- 
spected the sinks, quurters,and tood, and found ali the 
sanitary arrangements as good as circumstances permitted, 
and corrected at once everything which neededit. The 
medical officers seem to be exceedingly efficient. 

In many cases, notably in the districts occupied by the 9ch 
and 12th Regimeats ana the 36%b and 37th Separate Com- 
panies, the troops had to perform all the functions of tne 
police, and it was generally admitted that better order was 
preserved in those districts than had beep kaown in years, 


The troens te peseerving exdor oestved little or no assiat- 
ance from the civil sutborities, and in many cases men who 
were arrested for interfering with switches, and for riot 
conduct and turned over to the police, were released with- 
out punishment, and in some cases without trial.

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


The following is the text of the concurrent reso- 
lution introduced by Mr. Herbert and reported by 
the House Naval Committee for a joint commission 
of Congress toinvestigate;the needs of the personnel 
of the Navy: 

Whereas, There are constantly before Congress pumerous 
bills dealing with the question of rank and pay in the Navy 
and other matters concerning the personnel of the same; 


and, 

Whereas, The present laws relating to this subject are in 
many instances inconsistent, unjust, and the result of piece- 
mea! legislation; now, 

Therefore. be it Resolved by the House of Re, ‘ives of 
the United States (ne Senate of the United 8! tes concur- 
ring), That a soecial j int committee, consisting of three 
members of the House who have nm elected to the 53d 
Congress, and three members of the Senate who will con- 
tinue Senators during such Congress, be appointed, respeo- 
sivetye by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and 
the dent of the Senate, whose duty it shal! be to fully 
investigate and consider the entire subject matter relating 
to the personnel of the Navy; to bave power to send for 
persons and papers; sit during the recess of both Huuses, 
and to report to the next Congress, as soon after it convenes 
as may be convenient, what legislation, if any, is necessary 
in the premises ; any bill so repo by them sbal! simplify 
codify and revise existing laws relating to the personnel of 
the Navy, so fur as ney be found possible. And said com- 
mission is hereby autborized to employ a cierk at $6 per 
day and a messenger at $8 per day while employed, anu any 
experses incurred by said commission in performing the 
duties herein required sba!l be defrayed equally from the 
contingent of the two Houses. 

Although rather late in the day to commence the 
consideration of any new legislation, quite a oum- 
ber ot new bills affecting the Services have been in- 
troduced in the two Houses during the past week. 
The most of them e abody the recommendations of 
the Secretaries of War and Navy in their recent an- 
nual reports. The naval measures include proposi 
tions to allow commutation for quarters to officers 
of the Navy on shore duty; to give the Judge Ad- 
vucate General of the Navy the sea pay of captain ; 
to establish an anchorage ground in Hampton 
Roads and New York Harbor during the naval re- 
view; for the retirement of any officer of the Navy 
after 30 years’ service on his own application; to 
equalize the pay, of officers of the Navy; to permit 
Governors of States to nominate candidates to the 
Naval Academy in cases where Congressmen do not 
nominate within a specified time. 

Among the new wilitary bills are the following: 
To establish companies of the Hospital Corps; for 
the appointment of an assistant professor of mathe- 
matics; for the establishment of a military post 
near Grand Forks, North Dakota; to discontinue 
the Signal Corps; to reduce the number of officers 
in and expenses of Signal Corps.

The House Naval Committee has taken no action 
on the concurrent resolution authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a jxint committee from the two 
houses to sit during the coming year to investigate 
the needs of the personnel of the Navy. At its 
meeting on Tuesday it was unaniaously agreed to 
report the resolution favorably, and to urge its 
consideration by the House atanearly date. Should 
the committee be given a day for the considerati »n 
of naval measures, which has been asked for by 
Chairman Herbert, this measure and the bill for 
the transfer of the Revenue Marine service will be 
the first put forward for consideration. 

Tne House Naval committee ha: aiso adopted fa- 
vorable reports on the bill for the retirement of 
mates, and to Capt. Lemly the sea pay of captain 
while holding the office of Judge Advocate Gea- 
eral. 

The Naval appropriation bill is being put in shapes 
by the clerk of the House Naval Committee. It 
will not be considered by the committee, however, 
until after the holidays. Mr. Herbert expects to 
report it tothe House about Jan. 20. 

The House Military Committee disposed of sev- 
eral important Army bills at its meeting on Tuesday 
last. 

A favorable report was adopted on the bill which 

passed the Senate last session, S. 3013, limiting all 
appointments to Staff Departments to officers of the 
line, with amendments striking out the clause lim- 
iting the selection of Majors for the Adjutant Gen- 
eral's, lnspector General's, ) udgeAd vocate General’s, 
and Pay Corps to Captains, and making Lieutenants 
eligibie for the Judge Advocate’s Dapartment after 
fourteen years’ service. The text of this meas- 
ure, ae amended and reported, reads as follo ws:

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THE SWISS ARMY. 
GENEVA, SWITZERLAND, Nov. 2. 


The Swiss Government are busy. with the annual 
enrolling and enlistments. Th <noy OS under- 
stand, about 260,000 troops fairly drilled, ides the 
reserves that are more or less trained by annual ex- 
ercises (militia). The men are not set up, but many 
of the officers, so far as seen are better looking, and 
more hardy and robust than the German officers, 
= are certainly models of excellence in other re- 

pects. 

I bad a chance in a month’s'stay at Wiesbaden to 
see some of the different and some of the best speci- 
mens of German Corps, Infantry, Artillery, Cavalry 
and Huzzars. A few of the clité were sent to Wies- 
baden to do honor to the King of Denmark, a visi- 
tor incog. for hishealth. 

The Swiss are generally suppused to depend for 
their security on the mutual jealousies of the Great 
Powers. But the Swiss well know they cannot 
count overmuchj on,this, and are learning self de- 
pendence. They have always been good fighters, 
not only on the defensive in their mountain passes, 
but likewise when otherwise employed, and while 
their great victories of Sempach and Morgarten 
were defensive, and on their own soil, their triumphs 
over Charles the Bold were won on Burgundian soil 
mostly, and on the aggressive, as at Grandson, Morat 
and Nanoy, though partly incited by the insidious 
policy of Louis XI, of France, partly by his pay in 
secret and partly for booty, as well as for national 
policy. Onthe whole the Swiss Army is by no 
means a cypher in the great coming drama, and they 
are wise enough to prepare to maintain their tradi- 
tional independence under all circumstances. 








DRILLING BY NUMBERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I WOULD wWisb, through the columns of your widely 
circulated paper to call the attention to those who 
are interested in the new tactics to the following 
question: When will men be pronounced competent 
to perform the various executions of the manual 
without the necessity of numbering each motion? 
1 bave been eight years in the Service and am still 
drilling “‘by the numbers,” and riding bareback in 
the “bull ring.” It seems to make no differenve 
whethera manis an “old soldier’ or a recruit in 
some troops, as we have all to go daily through the 
monotonous routine stated above. Now, if sucha 
thing as drilling by word of command is to be con- 
templated I should imagine that there would be 
some limit to the time set for drilling “by the num- 
bers.” it is not to be imagined that myself or any 
of the men who comprise my troop are naturally 
thick skulled; the fact 1 believe is that it is done for 
want of competency or ignorance on behalf of those 
in authority (immediately superior to us). I notice the 
non-com. officers especially are suffering from this 
mode of drill, and have remarked that when an in- 
spector comes to make his annual inspection, ete., 
the non-coms. are directed to “fall in’ in their 
proper places, but on ordinary occasions are order- 
ed to fallin as No. 4's, thus preventing them from 
learning their proper duties in their respective and 
proper places. In rare instances the sergeants are 
placed as squad bodies, and the corporals are in line 
with the privates. Is that a proper manner of con- 
ducting a troop drill according to the New Regula- 
tions? Perhaps our troop commander imagines 
that his intelligent non-com. officers have intellect 
enough to know their places without previous in- 
struction of apy kind, and that their natural in- 
stinet will “pull ’em through” at an inspection drill. 
If such is the opinion of those gentlemen the sooner 
they give up thinking so the better, and if possible 
find time te inquire (if they don’t see) whether the 
non-commissioned officers of their troop are prop- 
erly instructed in their duties. There is altogether 
too much “old fogyism’’ in our Army, and if such 
was weeded out as incompetent, the Army, in my 
opinion, would be benefited. ** MOUNTED.” 








THE PUST EXCHANGE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


HAVING at first being very much opposed to es- 
tablishing a post canteen, and having from experi- 
ence seen the benefit of it, and had uw radical change 
of heart on the subject, the writer thinks he is able 
to discuss the subject impartially, and believes the 
Exchange, as it is now called, needs a few radical 
cbanges to make it what it should be. 

The officer in charge of the Exchange, under the 
present system, is subject to too frequent change. 
Nothing is more uncertain than bis tenure of office, 
on account of frequent changes of station and other 
causes incident to the Service; and this fact ue 
doubt tends to secure less efficient service from some 
who hold the position. The tenure of the office 
should be more sure to get the best results. At a 
certain five company post there have been eight 
officers in charge of the Exchange in two years, 

Now here isa fine opportunity to apply a little 
business sense to the problem. What is the objeo- 
tion to allowing retired officers to hold the posi- 
tion? No doubt many of them would like it if it 
were made attractive by an allowance of quarters 
and an addition to their retired pay from Exchange 
profits, equal to the difference between retired pay 
apd the full pay of their grade. Many of them 
have families which these advantages would bene- 
fit materially, while the Exchange would be perma- 
nently benefited also. 

Why are officers of the Medical Department de- 
barred from sitting on the Exchange Council? At 
all,posts where there are not two fieid officers of the 
line, the company commanders virtually control 
the profits of the Exchange, and most of them want 
all the profits for their company mess funds. At 
the five company post already mentioned, 
an average of over %,000 a year has been dis- 
tributed to the mess funds during the past three 
years; ull the profits except the small sum re- 
quired for fixtures and running expenses, having 
been thus distributed; and during this time the 
N. C. O. Committee have repeatedly recommended 
that part of the profits be expended for the pur- 
chase of games and other means of amusement, but 
without obtaining favorable action from the Ex- 
ebaoge Council, If the post surgeon, or some other 


poe staff officer, weve a member of the council, it 
hardly probable that all the profits would be dis- 
tributed to the messes. And what an anomaly it is 
that the post surgeon cannot be on the council un- 
less he happens to be in charge of the wemanen.

FORT HARRISON, MONT.

The site we 
decided upon affords every facility we could think 
of, but if some one of the other sites should be se- 
lected the water would have to come from the city 
supply. Congress appropriated $100,000 for the es- 
tablishment of Fort Harrison, but it will require 
twive that sum,and more perhaps, before the post 
is completed. Work will bezin, | think, as soon as 
the Secretary of War acts, and ina year from now 
perhaps the new fort will be near completion. I 
think it will be built for a regiment at first and en- 
larged later.’’"—Kansas City Times.

THE NAVAL ENGINEERS’ DINNER. 


ABouT 65 aotive, retired and ex-engineer officers 
of the United Sta’es Navy, detailed or residing in 
the vicinity of New Y ork. met at dinnerat Del- 
monico’s on the evening of Dec. 15, preparatory to 
forming a society for social intercourse. There were 
a number present who have attained more or less 
prominence, who, it is not generajl; known were 
connected with the Navy during the war or previ- 
ously. Many of the gentlemen had not met for 
years, so the time passed pleasantly in exchanging 
experiences and in kindly inquiries as to the health 
and occupation of those present and of former sbip 
mates. A considerable tumber of speeches were 
made at the conclusion of the dinner. We are in- 
formed that some of the remarks referred to the 
line and staff question, which has been discussed so 
much of late, but in a thoughtful and temperate 
wav. Weare also assured that the meeting was not 
called to consider this subj+ct, but for social inter- 
course, and that the staff and line question only 
cropped out incidentally, without being a special 
feature. 

Chief Engineer B. F. Isherwood, who was Chief 
of the Bureau of Steam Enginecring during the 
war, presided, and read a very carefully written 
paper showing the prominent connec ion of the en- 
gineering profession with the details of the advance 
of modern c.vilization, and pointing out the oppor- 
tunities aad duties of the engineer in the future. He 
referred to the large number of those q :alifi-d who 
had responded to the invitation, and urged the de- 
sirability of meeting at least once a year. Mr. 
Charles H. Haswell was then introduc:d as the old- 
est engineer in the world now engaged in the vrac- 
tice of his profession, and told some amusing remin- 
iscences. e wai made chief engineer of the first 
naval steamer in the year 1833; soon after he re- 
ceived an order from the proper bureau of tne Navy 
Department to take down the smoke pipe of the 
vessel and replace it with two, each ba'f the dia- 
meter of the original (or jointly of half the area), 
which were to be connected to the boxes of the side 
wheels in such way that the suction ix the latter 
would assist the draught and thus permit the hieh 
smoke pipe to be dispensed with.

R. H. Thurston, an ex-Naval Engineer, Director of 
Sibley College, Cornell University, spoke pleasantly 
on the responsibilities, duties and achievements of 
engineers, and added some reminisc,aces of occur- 
ences during the time he was on duty at the Naval 
Academy. Prof. D. M. G-eene (Ex.), of the Troy

bydraulic engineer, also stated reminiscens-s of 
their experiences while on duty as professors at the 
Naval Acad-my. Mr. Clark Fisher (Ex.), manufac- 
turer, of Trenton, N J., referred to his experience 
in the Navy during the War, stating chat he was at 
firs’ surprised at the difference in the standing of 
the <rmy engineers and those in the Navy. 

Enery, ex-Naval Engineer, following Mr. 
Fisher, referred to his last remar« and calied atten- 
tion to the fact that the engiaeers of the Army 
form a scientific body, recruited by selection from 
the whole number graduated at the West Point 
Academy, whereas originally the engineers corps of 
the Navy was necessarily started with practical 
men to take charge of the steam machinery, 10d 
few of the members in earlier years attained scieu- 
tific distinction, He complimented the Eagineer 
Corps on the progress which it had made by per- 
sonal eff.rt and the introduction of young men 
frem the scientifi: schools, referred to the high 
character of the work now being performed and 
predicted that it would meet its reward by the ex- 
ercise of pe and diplomacy. 

Counsellor Voorhis, ex-Naval Engineer, among 
other remarks, stated that Secretary Tracy had 
only admioisterei the law as it stands in a recent 
decision on the line and staff question, and that the 
only way to have the law amended was to use 
Grant’s method and “enforce it vigorously.” 

Mr. Carnegie, a graduate of the Naval Academy, 
made some humorous remarks, bringing in various 
reminiscent hits wuich appeared to be understood 
and appreciated, particularly by the gounaer men 
who were at the Academy abut that time.

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ADMIRAL PORTER AND THE NEW NAVY. 


A NAVAL Officer in a communication just received 
says: ‘*Honor to whom honor is due. While ad- 
mitting in full and appreciating the business abili- 
ties of the three Secretaries who have done so much 
t> build up the new Navy, it seems to me that the 
pioneer in the work, the late Admiral Porter, should 
be given the great credit due to him. In 1874 the 
torpedo-boat Alarm was built of iron on the bracket 
system, at his suggestion, and, it is thought, on his 
plans. Year after year in his reports he condemned 
the extravagant repair of wooden ships and strongly 
recommended the substitution of iron or steel 
modern ships. It was owing to his continued 
efforts and to his influence with Secretary Hunt, 
that in 1881 the first Advisory Board was ordered, 
and this Board was the real beginning of the new 
Navy. Up tothat time, though the admiral and 
other officers had individually advised, expostu- 
lated and reported in favor of new methods, yet 
owing to the conservatism of the Department and 
of Congress, nothing had been done; but the report 
of the Advisory Board woke up the press an@ the 
people, and this done, their purpose to have a mod- 
ern Navy could no longer be put off. Admira 
Porter was always a strong advocate of the monitor 
system for coast defence vessels, and in this respect 
he has had the support of all the sea officers I have 
heard express themselves on the subject, therefore 
{ cannot understand how you could have formed a 
contrary opinion, asis to be inferred from your 
editorial,” 





There can be no question as to the zeal- 
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ous efforts of Admiral Porter in behalf of the re. 

construction of the Navy, and we have not intende¢ 

to say or leave unsaid any.bing that was caleulated 
to give a contrary impression. Admiral Porter was 
also one of the early advocates of the monitor 
system, and what we said as ‘to professional. hostij- 
ity to this form of construction was not intended to 
apply to officers whose actual experience wit) 
monitors under fire has taught them the value of 
this form of construction. We are confident that if 
Secretary Tracy will consult with these officers he 
will learn how erroneous are some of his conclusions 
concerning the monitors. There are still in the Navy 
of those who saw service with the monitors, Rear 
Admirals Worden, Ammen, Stevens, Luce, Bryson, 
Colhoun, Harmony and Balknap; Oommodores Er. 
bn and Mayo; Captains Wiltse, Whitehead, 
Howison, Bunce, Day and Potter; Commanders 
Johnson, Stone and Forsyth, and, no doubt, others, 
We especially commend tothe Secretary what is 
said by our correspondent, who served during the 
the War of the Rebellion, concerning the opiniono 
sea officers on the subject of the monitors. 








ARMY STAFF APPOINTMENTS. 


THE Artillery carries off three of the five Army 
Staff prizes: two—an assistant commissary and an 
assistant adjatant general—are still open, and it is 
probable that one of these will go to an artillery 
officer— Lieutenant John T. French, Jr., 4th Art, 
The appointment of Lieutenant John B. Exton, 33 
Art., is intended as a reward for the long and faith- 
ful service of this veteran lieutenant who, but for 
this promotion, would not have gone beyond his 
present rank before his retirement on account of 
age, within a year. Although Captain Esion will 
probably not perform any of the duties of his new 
office—his retirement under the 62 year law is ex- 
. pected before the close of the present administra- 
tion—no one will begrudge his promotion. There 
will be no difficulty about his confirmation, as the 
Senate Military Committee had fully intended to 
report a special bill for his retirement with the rank 
of captain in case he did not receive promotion be- 
fore retirement. Lieutenant E. 8S. Dadley, 2d Art., 
who is appointed to the other captaincy in the 
Quartermasters’ Department, is a capable young 
officer and is considered by all the officials of the 
Quartermaster General's office as a valuable acqui- 
sition to the corps. His efficiency record in the A. 
G. O. is one of the best on file. In addition to his 
Army endorsements, Captain Dudley was recom- 
mended by a number of prominent people of his 
nitive State, New York, including Vice-President 
Morton and Senator Hiscock. Lieutenant T. H. 
Bliss, 1st Art., the new captain and assistant com- 
missary, is a talented young officer who will fill any 
position creditably. He is considered one of the 
best linguists in the service. He stands high as an 
artillerist. His friends are rather disappointed that 
he should have left their branch of the service for 
the Commissary Department, where his special tal- 
ents will be lost. Lieutenant Bliss has filled ac- 
ceptably the position of A. D. C. to the Command- 
ing General since 1888, and as Inspector of Rifl2 
Practice at Army headquarters for the past three 
years. 








GERMANY AND FRANCE. 


Fra’ cE and Germany are just now too much oc- 
cupied with home affairs to trouble one another. 
Tne prosecution of Pastor Ahlwardt, who was found 
guilty in Germany of technical libel, has brought to 
light some defects in German army administration 
which have awakened distrust as to the real efficiency 
of the military service. It was proved by official 
documents submitted to the court that the rifles 
furnished to the German soldiers were defective, 
and that the acceptance of such imperfect or use- 
less weapons was due to the connivance of inspect- 
ing officers. Oat of some 900 rifles officially ac- 
cepted, and which were used on a certain occasion, 
a considerable fraction burst at the first discharge, 
while upwards of 500 were so damaged that they 
had to be sent back to the factory for repairs. Not 
only were these facts concealed from the sovereign 
and from the people, but the military officials in- 
culpated by Ahlwardt vehemently denied that there 
were any imperfections in the weapons farnished 
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by Loewe and Co. Some of these officials were con- | 
victed of false witness by papers bearing their own 
signatures. Ablwardt, it 1s said, obtained his in- 
criminating documeats from an officer who was in- 
debted toa J3w for borrowed money. Finding it im- 
possible to obtain further acc »mmodation in the 
shape either of an additional loan or of an ex'en- 
sion of the time of payment, this officer determined 
to cast obloqay upon his creditor and the whole 
J wish race, and after giving Ablwardt the doc- 


_ uments in his possession, he is said to have com- 


mitted suicide. 

Io France the Panama seandal has so discredited 
the authorities, that nothing but a leader would 
seen to be needed to overthrow the government. 
Toe swindling operations connected with the ex 
ploiting of De Lesseps canal project were of colos 
sal proportions. Of some two hundred and sixty 
millions of dollars expended, not over eighty mill 
ions were devoted to honest digging. The rest was 
used in making millionaires of French contractors 
and in the wholesale bribery of newspapers, socia) 
leaders influencing public opinion, and in debauch 
ing the members of the legislative and executive 
branches of the government. A3 to these facts, no 
doubt is raised, and the only question is as to the 
guilty parties. One of those implicated has com- 
mitted suicide, and others are seeking to rehabili- 
tate their damaged reputations by the eminently 
French method of personal conflicts, of which one 
has already taken place and others are in 
prospect. It may be well in this connection to call 
the attention of the officers of our Navy who were 
temporarily misled by the glamour of D2 Lesseps’s 
great reputation, to what was said at the time ia 
these columns upon the subject of their reports in 
favor of the Panama prcject. Fortunately for our 
people, they were too near the scene of action to be 
misled as to the real condition of affairs im the 
Is.hmus, and in spite of his utmost efforts D2 Les. 
seps never succeeded in misleading any but his own 
countrymen. 








OF the bill introduced into Congress providing 
for the transferring of the Pension Bureau to the 
War Department, Harpers’ Weekly says: ‘* This 
measure is the result of long and careful considera- 
tion. Many of the public men who are most fa- 
miliar with the wrongs and injustices of the present 
system have reached the conclusion that the Pen- 
sion Bureau, with its ramifications and connections 
in every town of the Northern States, will remain 
a powerful and corrupt political machine so long 
as the commissionership is a reward for party ser- 
vices. The object of this bill is to put an end to 
this state of affairs; to kill the influence of the 
attorney, whose interest lies in increasing 
the muumber of pensioners and amounts 
paid, rather than in discovering and rewarding 
only the deserving; to make it impossible to employ 
pensions as bribes to voters, and to defeat or elect 
aspirants for Congress by retarding or expediting 
the applications of their constituents. It is pro- 
posed that an officer of the Army shall take the 
place of the politician, and that his principal sub- 
ordinates shall be officers of the Army.”

Tue Signal Corps appears to have lost favor with 
Congress. In the House we find a bill reducing the 
number of officers introduced, promptly reported 
by the Military Committee, and an effort made for 
its immediate consideration. In the Senate Mr. 
Proctor comes forward with his promised measures 
to abolish the corps and devolve the duties thereof 
on other branches of the Army. As the bill first 
mentioned has been recommended by the Chief 
Signal Officer, and is in the line of ‘‘retrench- 
ment and reform,” it will probably go through the 
House, but, as it will then come in conflict with the 
Proctor measure in the Senate, the session will 
probably close without any change in the existing 
organization of the corps.

WE tender our acknowledgments to the officers 
on duty as military instructors at the various in- 
stitutions of learning, for their prompt and courte- 
ous response to a request for information concern- 
ing the subject of foot ball. We have, thanks to 
them, a very valuable collection of data concern- 
iog this subj-ct of which we shall make use a little 
later. Asa whole tho testimony tends to establish 
these two propositions: First, that foot ball prac- 
tice, so far as it has any inflaence upon class 
standing, tends to its improvement, and next that 
the injuries received in a match are, as a rule, tem- 
porary, and serious injuries may be avoided by 
proper training. An interesting testimony as to 
the value of such athletic contests comes to us) 
from Harvard University, where, as we are told, 
the faculty finding it necessary to condition a 
gilded youth from New York made his continuation 
in bis class dependent upon his joining the foot 
ball team. This compelled him to adopt good 
habits in spite of himself. 








COMMANDER W.M. Fotaer, Chief of the Navy 
Bareau of Ordnance, will cease to be an officer of 
the Navy on Jan. 2 next. President Harrison, in 
accepting his resignation, to take effect on the 
day nimed, says: ‘‘ It 13 due to you that I should 
say further that your achievements in the Wash- 
ington gun shop and as Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, in the Navy Department, have been 
most notable and creditable. You have done a 
very great work for the Navy, and I beg to express 
the hope that with restored health you may yet 
further contribute to the renown of a distinguished 
profession.” It is to be regretted that ill health 
should have compelled the resignation of so valua 
ble an officer from the Navy. There can be no 
question, however, that his intelligence, activity, 
and energy, and his unusual koowledge of ord- 
nance subjects, will enable him to turn his fine 
abilities to account in fields of labor less exacting, 
and less exposed to the shafts of hostile criticism. 








Mr. ConGrRessmMAN BuouTuitr thinks that we 
should have in the Americau flag an American rat- 
tlesnake, with an acorn head and a pansy-bud tail.

As for cour- 
age, either of these American birds is ready, with- 
out suggestion or provocation, to attack the Major

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SMOKELESS POWDER AND MAGAZINE RIFLES | 


Report of a lecture delivered before the United Ser- 

wice Club N Y. Decemb:r V7, 1892, by L. @ , 
*™ Duff Grint, F 1S. Seerctury of the Smokeless 
—— Powder Co. of London. 


Few subjects have attracted more attention dur- 
ing the last few years than that of Smokeless Pow- 
der, one reason of this being, | have no doubt, that 
there are few subj-cts of such univereal interest, 
embracing as it does not only the manufacture of 
the substance itself but the whole machinery and 
theory of fire arms, shot guns, rifi s, and artillery, 
toeay nothing of the vast uses it can be put toin 
mining and engineering in general. 

The matter before us is far too wide a subj-ct to 
be dealt with in a single paper or lecture. If I 
lectured for a whole week on the subject | am sure 
there would be one-half still left unsaid. To-night 
1 purpose first just to glanc’ at the reign of b ack 
powder and at tbe causes that have led to its over- 
throw, for there is no doubt that the days of 
Sbakespeare’s “;illainous saltpetre’’ are numbered, 
then to touch ligbtly on the weapoos now being 
mostly used with smokeless powder, especially for 
wilitary purposes and on the various smokeless or 
ratber nitro powders now in existence and then to 
deal with the history of the particular powders in 
* bich 1 am most interested. 

It isa notable fact that in the bistory of human 
progress when something new is demunded by any 
change of ex'sting conditions, it is certain to make 
its appearance, here is no exception to thisin the 
matter now before us. The rush of inventions in 
substances which for centuries have been looked 
upon as already perfected seems marvellous, and as 
if avew light bad been suddenly thrown upon a 
pee of science which had hitherto lain hid in ob- 
scurity. 

The old and time-honored black powder is so well 
known tbatit would be unnecessary to make more 
than a passing reference to it, were it not that the 
qualities of the new chemic:! and scientific com- 
pane cannot be fully set forth without giving a 

rief deec™’ption of the old. Dismissing the legends 
as to its Asiatic origin and the rival claims of its 
Ev ropean inventors, for it is of little consequonca 
as far as we of > ae are concerned, whe- 
ther it was invent by Roger Bawon in 1292 or by 
Schwartz in 1320, it is enough for the present pur- 

cae to state that it was first used in Eagland for mil- 

tary purprees inthe year 1346, vernne dery years be- 
fore the invention of gun cotton—‘o that it enj yed 
ap uninterrupted monopoly of fivecenturies. During 
the whole of that period po important improve- 
ment was made inits manufacture, except that of 
its granulati-p, this being comparatively modern 
and of late years carried toan extreme extent, 8o 
that black powder is now made with grains much 
finer than mustard seeds on the one hand, and 
larger than w :!pute on the other, with wide divers- 
ity in the sbape of the greater sizer. This diversity 
in size and sbape is intended to govera the rapidity 
of combustion, which becomes slower as the 8'z2 is 
increased; and the requirements of mod-rn artil- 
Jery, strange though it may seem, demand a slower 
and slower rate of combustion, which in black pow- 
der is attended with a corresponding increase of 
smoke. 

The force of all explosives is created by the sud 
den formation or ignition of more or lees elastic 
gases. These, while oc: upyipg marvellously small 
compass When ccnfined, swell to immense propor- 
tions on beirg set free. An expansion to 1 500 times 
their previvus bulk bas been commonly received, 
but se co much of this depends on the temperature, 
there is great diversity of opinion on this point, 
and also op the amount of pressure exerted on the 
fire arm and the projectile, as calculated upon the 
eo”are inch of the chamber of thegun. Authorities 
diff-ropn the carbonic acid and oxide gases con- 
tained in black powder, but the following list of 
gases evolved in expansion will, 1 believe, be found 
asreavly exact as possible: Carbonic oxide 20.12 
(elastic—some authorities give about 25;; carbonic 
acid, 1.94 (non-elastic—some autborities give over 
four times tbis proportion); nitrogen, 9 98 (¢x'r-m-*ly 
elasti¢, up to violence); sulpburetted bydrogep, 0 18 
(non. elastic); marsh gare, bydrogen, and oxygen. in 
all 0 16—total gaseous products, 31 38, and with 68 62 
solid products by weight, gives the whole products 

as100 It will thus be seen tbat black powders give 
lees than one-third of useful forces, no less than 
over two-thirds being inert or detrimental. The ad- 
vocates for the niltro-compound explosives or 
“smokeless,” as they are now generally called, assert 
tbat the inert products of the black powder are in- 
stantly recondensed, and that it is greatly this 
which urduly beats and fouls the gun barrel and 
causes recoil. Black powder, I need -hardly state, 
is a mecbanicel mix‘ure of saltpetre, charred wood 
ard eulpbur, in the several proportions of, say 78, 
12 and 10 partsin tbe hundred, and of these the last 
is beld to be the chiefly detrimental one, and there- 
fore, the one principally to be got quitof. With 
the above startling disproportions in the useful and 
useless J ame y we sooner or later, science must step 
in to adjust them, and the wonder is that this move- 
ment bas been so long deferred. The only explana- 
tion [can give of the delay, is that black powder 
bas been eo gocd ard eo reliable a servant, doing all 
the work hitherto required of it so well, that no 
= ge or improvement was sought for or pro-

It is owing toi’s very large proportion of the ex- 
treme'y elastic nitrogen that gun cotton po:sesses 
such rending powers, nearly eq +1 to one-half of the 
whole elastic forces of b'ack p.wder, and i is this 
very richness that renders this explosive q tite un- 
suitab'ef r firearms. The only solid prodict ap- 
pears to bea little carbon and wa'‘er, while the lat- 
ter, being converted suddenly iutoa highly elas‘ic 
vapor forming nearly 17100 hs of the whole, may 
add consid -rably to what the French app-opriately 
term ‘la forces brutale” of the explosion. 

Toe next problem to be solved was how to bring 
this undoubtedly otherwise valuable force, as ob 
tained from a nitro-compound explosive under due 
control. 

Chemiets working in their laboratories and know- 
ing the eff ct of certain chemical substances upon 
each other in prod iciig explosion when ignited. 
seem to have unaccountably fallen into the error of 
believing that they had discovered forma of explo- 
sives of practical use. Readily enough obtaining an 
explosive mixture and fancying their task accom- 
plished, they rashly cried “Fureka,” while, in fact, 
they bad only entered on the fist stageof their 
work. Asa proof of this, take the explosives con- 
taining chlorate of potassium. This substance is al- 
ways a dangerous ingredient to deal with, so much 
8° in fact that the manufacture of explosives con- 
taining it bas now been made illegal in E igland. 
Yet no fewer than over 80 chlorate of potassium 
compounds have been brought out and presumably 
patented. Had the inventors of these consulted any 
sound authority great loss of money and much dis 
appointment might have been prevented. [It must 
be remembered that a practical gunpo vder has not 
enly to explode but also to fulfill certain stringent 
and widely differing requirements. For this reason 
the next step was by farthe most difficult and im 
portant if atruly reliable explosive was to be ob- 
tained. The most likely manner in which this could 
be achieved wae by the combined efforts of the 
chemist and the proficient io practical gunnery, see- 
ing that the most bighly scientific compound, from 
a chemical point of view, might be worthless from 
& prac‘ical—‘he latter being apparently the result 
in an overwhelming number of cases, and as will be 
seen, the practical introduction and ultimately vic- 
torious advocacy of these new explosives are to be 
attributed to a Scotch gunmaker, who had unusual 
facilsties for dealing with them. 

Many ot you, I have no doubt, know to whom I 
refer, for I believe that the name of the late Mr. 
J. D. D>ugall, senior of the firm of J. D. Dougall and 
Son, Gun and Rifl: Manufacturers, of London and 
Glaegow, is almost as well known on this side the 
*“berring pond ” as on the other. A few years ago 
in Eogland ** Dougall’’ guns were all the rage; it 
was not an uncommon thing in the sporting field, 
when a man was not distinguishing bimself with 
good mooten, to hear the remark, “‘ you ought to 
get a Dougall.” 

It was about the year 1865 that the invention of 
Capt. Scbultz , an offi-er in the German Army, who 
afterwards distinguished himself in the Franco- 
Prus;sian war, was brougbt to Mr. Dougall’s notice, 
Had it not been so, probably Capt. Senultze and his 
invention would have returned to the ‘‘Fatherland” 
and b:en heard of no more, and Schultz; powder, 
Dow 80 well known, wou!d have ceased tv exist. Of 
course, it was not at that time an ideal or perfect 
explosive, but in such hunds as that of Capt. 
Schultz>, a born chemist, and Mr, D.ugall, than 
whom vo one possessed a higher knowledge on 
questions of gunnery and gunpowder, its improve- 
meot was only a matter of time. 

We have seen that while theold black powder was 
a mechanical mix‘ure of three ingredients, with a 
narrow range in quality but witb great s'ability, 
and that gun-cotton wasa highly scientific chem. 
ical but uncertain. product, some happy medium 
had to be found if any genuine improvement was to 
be made. Logically, it might have been said: We 
bave only te combine the two things and to makea 
powder partly of a mechanioil and partly of a 
chemical mixture or combination. Thisin the ab- 
stract would have been reasonable enough, and, in 
fact, contains much truth; but the difficulty was 
bow to accomplish it, and this was the task which 
Captain Schultze and Mr. Dougall set themselves to 
solve, and right well they carried out their pro- 
gramme, as has since been proved. 

To discover the happy medium referred to, the 
main point was to diminish the volume of nitrogen 
in gun-cotton—that being the rending force—and to 
retain the volume of carbonic acid in black powder. 

lf it were possible at the same time to increase the 
latter, all the better. Taoat seemed simple enough 
considering the great resources of modern chemical 
science; but the overwhelming number of failures 
conseq sent on the requ'red conditions has proved it 
to be otherwise. The process in the manufacture of 
nitro-compound gunpowder starts unon that of 
gun-cotton, but the great distinction is that after 
the substance substituted for the black powder 
charcoal has been treated with acids, it is saturated 
with salts in the concrete, these being the equiva- 
lent of the saltpetre in black powder, and it is thus 
that the all-important carbonic acid and other 
gases are produced in regulated and governable 
quantities. 

A number of chemists were known at that time 
to be at work to improve upon n-cotton, but the 
first trace of anything tangible being done is noted 
in the “Journal of the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion’ of 1868, which contained a lecture on nitro 
compounds by Mr. Dougall, with Admiral Nicolson 
11 the chair, and referring in particular to the in- 
vention of Captain Schultza. That lecture shows 
that Mr, Dougall had, some ten years previously, 
published an opinion that we were on the eve of 
some great invention in explosives, and being an 
author of repute and sound j i1dgment on such sub- 
he he was naturally sought out by inventors of 

mprovem nts in firearms and explosives. He was 
met wi'h a storm of opposition on every side, but 
Mr. Dougall stood manfully to his gune, and lived 
to see the great revolution in explosives vi-tually

Capt. Schul z: and Mr. Dougall, having lei the 
way vith sporting ponders, other chemists other 
than French soon followei io their footsteps, re- 
sulting in the nu nerous nitro c)mpounds which 
have s'nce sprung into exi:tence, though | may add 
many of them only ex'«ted todie the death they 
merited, as less than 5 per cent. when put to the 
practical test were found to bs of any value. Most 
of them when “ weighed in the balance w -re found 
wanting’’ For adapting it tv military rfl 3 there 
were wany obstacles in the way, and one of these 
applied to all cla:ses of firearms. Lt seemed a con- 
tradiction in terms to aésert, for instance, thata 
rifis ball could be propelled to an enormous and 
formerly unknown distance witout an eq tivalent 
recoil. That was to say, in effect, that the force of 
the explosion, being general, must operate eq all 
00 the proj -ctile and on the rear of the guo itself, 
so that, if you increase tne f rc. on the one you must 
also increase it on the other. 

The notoriously heavy recoil of certain military 
rifi-s, and the j«mming of cartridges in the Soudan, 
gave an impetus to the enquiry fora reliable smoke- 
aan BESee. And now ths problem is practically 
8e ed, 

At first many inventors confined themselves to 
modifications especially for artillery purpores of 
the siz; and form of the individual masses compos- 
ing a charge of gunpowder and of their density and 
bard ness. 

In the United States, 1 believe, -onsiderable atten- 
tion was given to the matter by Rodman and Dore- 
muse, *nd the latter was the first to prop se the use 
of powder masses, produced by the compression of 
coarsely grained powder into moulis of prismatic 
form. In Russia the first step was taken to utilise 
the results arrived a by D»remus, and to adopt a 
prismatic powder for guns of larze calibre, and 
very soon afterwards by K upp for his breec. load- 
ixg guns. 

Re-earches carried out by Sir Frederick Abel, of 
Euglish fame, snd Capt. Nob! , witha series of gun- 
powders diff-ring considerably in composition from 
each other, indicated that advantages might ba se- 
cured in the productio2 of powders for wont A guas 
by 80 modifying the proportions of the constitusnts 
as to give ris9 to the pro lu stioa of a mush greater 
volume of gas, and at the same time to diminish the 
heat developed by the explosion. T ese researches 
also served .o throw consiierable light upon tue 
ciuse of the waaring or erosive action of powder 
explosions upon the inner surface of the gun, which 
in time, and especially in large guns, prod ices so 
serious a deterioration of the arm as to diminish the 
velocity of projection considerably, and to affect 
the accuracy of shooting. S-sveral causes undoubt- 
edly combine to bring about the wearing away of 
the gun’s bore, which is especially great where the 
products of explos'on, while under the maximum 
pressure, can escape between the projactiie and 
the boreof the gun. A series of careful experi- 
ments made by Captain Noble with powders of dif- 
ferent c > mposition and with other explosives af- 
forded decisive evideace that the material which 
furnished the largest proportion of gassous pro- 
ducts, and the explosion of which was attended by 
the developments of the smallest amount of heat, 
exerted least erosive action. 

It is probable that important changes in the com- 
position of powders manufactured in England for 
heavy guos wouli have resulted from those re- 
searches, but in the meantime twoeninen* German 
gunpowder manufacturers had occupied themselves

their density as it was practicable to attain. They 
directed their attention, not merely to an alteration 
of the propottion of the powder ingredients, but 
also to a modification in the character of charcoal 
empleyed, and the success attending their labors in 
these directions led to the practica'ly simultaneous 
production of a prismatic powder of coco3-brown 
color, consisting of saltpetre in somewhat higher 
proportion, of sulphur in much lower proportion, 
than in normal black powder, and of a very slightly 
burned charcoal. Tnoese browa prismatic powders, 
or “cocoa powders,” as they were termed from 
their color, ae distinguished from biack powder by 
their very slow combustion in open air, by their 
comparatively gradual and leng sustained action 
wheo used in guas, and by the simple character of 
their products of explosion as compared with those 
of black powder. Although the smoke produced 
upon firing a charge of brown powder from a gun 
appears at first but little different in denseness to 
that of black powder, it certainly disperses much 
more rapidly. This class of powder was substituted 
with considerable advantage for black powder in 
guns of comparatively large calibre, nevertheless it 
became desirable to attain even slower or more 
gradual action io the case of the very large charges 
required for guns of the heaviest calibres, such as 
those which propel shot of about 2,000 lbs. weight. 
But these powders were soon found to be only s 
midway haven between black and smokeless or 
practically smokeless, and are now rapidly being 
superseded. In naval service more es ally for the 
defence of ships agaiust attack by torpedo boats, a 
smokeless powder bas come to be an absolute neces- 
sity, as after a very brief use of the macnine and 
quick-firing gusas with black powder, the objects 
against which their fire is destined to operate be- 
come more or less completely hidden from those di- 
sootas them by the dense veil of powder smoke pro- 

uced. 

The properties of ammonium nitrate, of which the

Soon after the discovery of gun-votton by Schon- 
bein and Bottger in 1846 endeavors were made to 
apply gun-cotton wool rammed into cases asa 
cbarge for small arms, but with disastrous results. 


Subsequently Von Lenk, who made the first

tical approach to the regulation of the expleuve 
power of gun-cotton, produced small-arm cart- 
ridges by superposing layers of gun-cotton threads, 
these being closely plaited round a core of wood. 
So far as mere smokelessness is concerned no ma- 
terial can surpass gun-cotton, pure and simple; but, 
even if its rate of combustion ina fire arm could 
be controlled with certainty and uniformity, al- 
though only used in verv small charges, such as are 
required for military rifles, its application as a safe 
and reliable propulsive agent for military and 
naval use is attended by so many difficulties that 
the nonsuccess of the numerous attempts made 
to apply it in this direction is not surprising. 
Various substitutes can be used and as each 
bas its own advocate it is only necessary to state 
that they must consist of some pure vegetable

Further changes have since been made in its com- 
position, but it is an open secret that it is not giving 
the satisfaction anticipated. Probably its greatest 
fault is the enormous amount of heat generated, so 
much so that [ believe that after firing 50 shots in 
rapid succession from the magazine rifle the barrel 
becomes so bot that the sights melt and drop off, 
about the most serious defect a powder could have, 
and a defect which I believe is impossible to remedy 
as long as gun-votton and nitro-glycerine form the

Much misconception has been created by classing

fiegration "’ differs from “explosion” in that while 
there is a rapid combustion there is no such sudden

For these reasons such explosives 
are remarkably safe in storage and transit, a fact

The dangers arising from the use of ordiaary 
blasting powder in fiery coal mines no doubt gave 
rise to this endless list. Attempts had besa made 
from time to time to provide a substitute for po w- 
der, as well as means of using such substitutes, 
which would secure immunity from the danger due 
to the presence of coal dust and fire-damp, but ua- 
til recently no such desirable blasting agent was 
forthcoming. 

Some of those mentioned in the list, however, claim 
toanswer the purpose, but I should think that it 
was only to a limited extent. Among these are Ro- 
burite, Carbonite and Securite. 

The inventors allow that a spark is given off oa 
their explosion, but they say it is nota spark 
per se that will explode inflam mable gases and dust. 
ln any case they are safe explosives to use as com- 
pared with dynamite and others of the nitro-gly- 
cerine class, whose use is always attended with coa- 
siderable danger. Miners will not understand that 
they cannot with impunity_warm dynamite cart- 
ridges in frying pans over their kitchen fire 
or put them to dry in the oven with all tae insou- 
ciance with which they place their Sunday din- 
per = the same piace. So much for blasting com- 
pounds. 


SMOKELESS POWDER COMPANY OF LONDON. 


I come now to the smokeless powders, ia which I 
am most interested, namely, those of the Smokeless 
Powder Company of London, whose manufactures, 
“though I say it as shouldn’t,” are second to none. 
It is, I believe, the only company ia Buropsa, and [ 
rather think I mayadd this side ofthe water too, 
that has a complete series of smokeless powders for 
shotguns, for rifies of all sorts, for revolvers and for 
mining purposes. 

The company was formed early in the year 1888, 
but it was not until December, 1890, that their pow- 
ders were first placed upon the market. Tae inter- 
vening time was spent in the erection of tne neces- 
sary works, after a suita’le site had been found for 
the purpose. To find a suitable site in Kagland and 
obtain the necessary licenses to manufacture explo- 
sives is not an easy matter. Of 182 offered, only one 
was found suitable, but that one seemed spevialiv 
made for us. I know of one explosive concern which 
took 18 months to find a site which the inspector of 
explosives would pass. 

his will give you some idea of the difficul- 
ties to be overcome. I[n the erection of the works 
we weve fortunate in having as our engineer, a man 
who was well known io Eagiand as an expertinoe~- 
plosives, Mr. Ernest Spon, a man who had devote., 
I may say, bis whole life to the subject. 

Under his superintendance the works made rapid 
progress and by July, 1890, were reported ready for 
occupation and for the manufacture of powder. No 
time was lost in setting to work and in December of 
the same year the first powder smokeless 8. 8S. was 
placed ip the market. 

Before I go on to speak of the company’s various 
powders, 1 may state that they do not form the sub- 
ject of any patent, and therefore [am unable to say 
anything as to the ingredients which are used in 
their manufacture. I can, however, tell you what 
they do not contain. There_is no gun-cotton, no 
nitro-glycerine, I am giad tosay,in any of them, 
and [ need hardly add after what I have already 
stated, that thereis no ammonium nitrate, no chlor- 
ate of potassium, no picric avid, in their composi- 
tion. The ingredients we use are all of a thoroughly 
stable nature. The manufacture is carried on by sec- 
ret processes which are only kaown to two men in- 
side our factory. [t is weil for us we have no 
patents, which only mean that you reveal to all the 
world what you are doing, tosay nothing of the 
fact that few, if any, chemical patents are really 
valid. itis so easy to add something aad call it an 
improvement. As far as we are concerned, we have 
no apprehension of those secrets ever being found 
out. We know chemists in different parts of the 
world have been at workon them for years, but 
they are as far from being able to make them to- 
day as they were when they first started. As for the 
work people, nothing is to be feared frum them. 
They see certain processes and cercain ingredients 
used in these processes, but they have no idea what 
they are or what their composition is. Our works 
manager and our chemist, who alone know thesecret, 
are part and parcel of ourselves, and of tnem [ can 
only say ‘* They are beyond suspicion.” 

One important thiug which bas conduced as much 
as anything to the uninterrupted success which has 
attended the company’s progress, has been the fact 
of the board being composed of practical business 
men, who kaew what chey were about before tak- 
ing the matter in hand, and that canaot be said of 
all companies. 

First add foremost is our managing director and 
chairman, Mr. J. D. Dougall, of the firm of J. D. 
Dougall and Sons, well kKaown as gun and rifis mao- 
ufacturers in London and Glasgow. | always held

8. 8. having been fairly started, our next venture 
was smokeless S. R., intended for usein the exist- 
ing military rmfivs, sucn as the Martini Henry, the 
United States Government .45, and for sporting Ex- 
press rifles, in fact for rifles of any bore from .36 to 
577 and for machine guns of the same calibre.

This powder being slow in combustion, is parti- 
oularly suited for use in puntor duck guns, from 
the greatly lessened report, the reduction of recoil, 
and the absence of smoke. For punt guns the load 
is about one-third the weight of the ordinary black 
powder charge. 

The charge of S. R. to obtain the highest results 
varies in cifferent rifles, as much depends upon the 
particular cartridge used, the strength of the cap, 
the siz3of the flash hole, the weignt of the bullet, 
and the nature of the rifling. Approximately it 
runs from 35 to 50 per cent. of the weight of black 
powder. 

Good cartridges, ,00d caps and proper bullets are 
all very important points in connection with the 
use of nitro-powders. At first we had considerable 
trouble in getting the cartridge makers to under- 
stand tbat the occasional hang fires which resuited 
with attre-ponder were the fauit not of the powder 
or any particular batch of powder, but of their bad 
caps with weak igpitiop. The capsof one firm onl 
we found to be always the same, the result bein 
that for a time we bad to throw all our orders for 
8. R. cartridges into their hands. This, howeyer, did 
not last long, and now tbere is practically no differ- 
ence whether Messrs. Eley, Kynoch or Joyce’s cases 
and capa are used. 

The next point is size of fiash hole, also very im- 
portant. In some cartridges one flash hole of fair 
size will be found sufficient. In otners, such a3 the 
Martini-Henry, two are absolutely nevessary, but 
this is only a matter of experiment with each parti- 
cular weapov. The powder will suit any rifle of .360 
to .577 bore, if these points are attended to. It is also 

absolutely essential tb the bullet fits the rift2—thna‘ 
is, tbat it takes the rifiiug and is sufficiently tight to 
prevent the escape of gas. If there is any escape of 
gas between the rifling and the jead, the bullet will 
probably drop atthe muzzle of the gun. Cromwell 
used to eay to his men, “‘ say your prayers and keep 
your powder dry.” If,;.he lived now I think he

8. R. powder has become a universal favorite in 
England for express rifie shooting, and it is also be- 
ing adopted by the Indian Government, with whom 
we have at present a contract for the supply of a 
million rounds of ammunition. In 
to 8S. R. Messrs. Eley Bros. reported as far back as 
November, 1890: “We are obliged for yours of the 
5th November, and we take note of the charge of 
8S. R. powder that you recommend for the various 
military rifles. We took a target at 500 yards with 
the sample of powder you left us with the Martini- 
Henry rifie, and the result was very good indeed, 
the mean deviation being 5.75in. When you have 
auy powder suitable for the 0.303 magazine rifle, we 
snould be glad of a sample.” General Arbuthnot, 
provfmaster to Kyroch and Co., also wrote us about 
the same time: “1 have to inform you that I have 
tried the S, R. powder in the Martini-Henry solid 
drawn case and also the ‘Rifieite’ powder in the 
0 303 case, in both cases with very satisfactory re- 
suits. I find that I get the best results with 40zr. of 
of 8. R. powder. The velocities and shooting were 
good with both rifies, and we are now prepared to 
make up M. H., or 0.303 ammunition with your 
smokeless powder whenever we may be asked to do 
80. , 


The next powder our chemist took in hand was 
Smokeless S. K. specially constituted for the small 
bore central fire rifiss, of a calibre from .230 to 380, 
used for rook and rabbit shooting and for gallery 
shooting in America, the advantages obtained, in 
addition to practically no smoke, being reduction 
of noise and absence of fouling. 

Improved shooting is obtained with this wder 
in the Morris Tube .297 | .230. itis not suitable for 
revolvers, for large bore rifies or for shot guns. 

As regards loading, the obarge is about one-half 
by weight of the ioad of ordinary black powder. 

must always be used and the cases properly 
Nipped.” 

To obtain good and accurate shooting these points 

must be carefully attended to. 


SMOKELESS RIFLEITE FOR MAGAZINE GUNS. 


1 come now to probably the most important pow- 
der of allasfaras military circles are concerned, 
pamely Smokeless “ Rifleite,” for the new magazine 
rifles of .303 to .315 bore, such as the Lee, Manniicher, 
Level, Mauser Kerthin, etc. In Eagiland, as I bave 
poe | mentioned, Cordite has, owing to the influ- 
ence of Sir Frederick Abel, for the time being, been 
taken up by the Government, but from military 
men who know what is going on we understand 
tbat it bas in manv respects proved so unsatisfac- 
tory and so unreliable that it is only a matter of 
time for it to be discarded and “‘ Rifleite’’ adopted. 
At present it is not an uncommon thing for the mea 
of several different regiments when they are going 
to shoot in any important competition to apply to 
us for asupply of Rifisite ammunition, which they 
use instead of the Cordite cartridges issued to them 
by the peceremens. Of course, they keep that to 
themselves, but it proves that the shooting obtained 
with R fleite is much more accurate than that from 
Cordite, or the men would have no occasion to alter. 

1 shall now read you the summary of a report of 
trials, with both rifleite .nd 8S. R., carried out at one 
of the Government ranges in England. It runs: 

200 yards range (Merford rest).—Rifleite in maga- 
ziue rifie, 10 shots. Mean deviation, 69 feet; 8. R. in 
Martini- Henry, .64 feet. 

500 yards range (Metford rest) —Mark II. .308 mag- 
azine rifle. In lovely weather. Perfect shooting. 
We found the sighting 50 yards lower than given by 
cordite, therefore lower trajectory. The result was 
@ mean deviation of .59 fee.. The same result was 
found by a table rest with both rifleite in the .303 
and the 8, R. io the Martini, namely, .69 feet and 
71 feet, empeenves. 

700 yards range (Metford rest).—Rifleite, in maga- 
zine rifie, mean deviation of three diagrams, 89 feet 
8 R in Martini-Henry, about thesame, namely, .87, 
.99, 91 Gusty wind. 

1000 yards range (from shoulder).—The shooting 
was extremely good. We took no diagrams, but ex- 
cellent shots were employed, who were extremely 
pleased with their performance. 

1,000 yards range.—Maxim gun, fusee spring at 
about 10 lbs., gave excellent practice, both ia regu- 
larity and accuracy. The fire was as rapid as with 
biack powder, with much greater accuracy and uni- 
formity. The advantages derived from absence of 
smoke and absence of fouling were very apparent. 

2,000 yards range.—Maxim gun. The results were 
equally good at this range, and the beaten zone was 
densely covered with bullets. The ammunition par- 
ticularly suits the Maxim gun. 

2,500 yards range.—Some excellent collective fire 
was done. The bullets hit with great energy even 
at tnis range and witb great regularity. 

There was na fouling or smoke to compete witb, 
and borb rifles were easily cleaned. 

The recou was very much less in the Martini-Henry 
and practically nil in the Mark II. .303 magazine 
rifle. 

200 rounds were fired rapidly from both rifles with- 
out the rifle becoming too hot to use. Ip this vest both 
powders Were greatiy superior to cordite, and, of 
course, to black powder. 

There is ne doubt whatever about the regularit 
of both, and also of the absence of unpleasant smell 
as found in some compounds. 

We have carried out Dumerous water tests with 
both powders, and fiad tbat after the water evapor- 
ates the strength is in no wav diminished. We put 
afew packetsin water for fifteen days, then took 
them (uudried) to the range,and only one went 
short out of thirty rounds. 

There isa deposit left behind when firing with 
Cordite powder, and in case of a wind from the 
front, this deposit can be easily collected from the 
men’s clothing. This isa great disadvantage to the 
men as it gets in their eyes and face. Thers is ab3o- 
lutely no such discbarge in using either 8. R. or 
R'fieite, which are both most pleasant powders for 
the firer to use. 

Cordite does not appear to burn properly, 
and at long distances you frequently find the 
projectile falling a long way snort, Now this has 
not occurred in a single instance during these trials 
with either 8S. R. or Rifisite. Only one round went 
short of thirty rounds which had nl§ daysin a 
bucket of water and were taken straight te the 
Tange.

The water tests leave no doubt as to the keeping 
properties of both poate. 

We have definitely found Rificite and S. R. super. 
ior in every way to any others that have been tried, 

A very important point referred to in this report 
is that there is no flash or fiame from either S.R or 
Rifisite. 

During the experiments made at nizht by a cer. 
tain government at 2,500 yards the following inci- 
dent occurred. The markers were in the custom of 
inspecting the target with lanterns and marking off 
the shots, after which they waited 
flash to which they were accustomed, and then 
made a rush under cover before the bullets came 
up. But on this occasion, when the fire began with 
Rifisite and 8, R. neither the firers nor the markers 
being aware that these powders gave no flash the 
latter found the builets pattering around them, re- 
sulting in their making a retreat for the maatiets 
with greater haste than usual. In fact they had a 
narrow escape. The importance of this feature in 
these powders will be readi!v recognized. 

The Annual R»port for 1891 of the National Rifis 
Association shows that the shooting at Bisley with 
the smokeless 8S. R. powder in the Martini-Henry at 
600 yards was superior toe the shooting for the ‘Mar. 
un’s” and “ St. George’s’’ Cups, also at that dis- 
tance (600 yards) with black powder, although the 
*“orack shots” did not to any extent take part in the 
company's competition, being engaged in the 
**Queen’s”’ and other important events. The aver- 
age in the smokeless 8. R. was 22.37. Black powder 
10 the ** Martin’s,” 22.22, and in tne “ St. George,” 
22.01. This experience again «xomplifies the regular- 
ity of this powder and ‘he influence it has and will 
have in the further development of rifis shooting. 

From rifieite will, in due course, b3 developed the 
powder for use in artillery and large guns. It will, 
Lexpect, be a somewhat expensive matter, but it is 
not one of any difficulty. Tae only point to bs set- 
tled is the size of the cubes or whatever shape is de- 
cided on for each particular size of cannon. 


POWDER FOR REVOLVERS AND FOR BLASTING, 


I come now to the last of our powders for small 
arms, namely, smokeless S. V., for use in revolvers, 
Of all the powders 1 have mentioned, it was the 
most difficult to hit off, and was only arrived at by 
our chemist after 18 months’ laborious and careful 
experimenting. ‘I'ne difficulty was owing to the 
shortness of the barrel to obtain the necessary 
amount of explosive force to prope! the bullet with- 
out unduly increasing the pressures. Our own army 
bave adopted a revolver of .455 bore, from which 
excellent shooting is obtained. 

Last of all comes our smokeless S. B. for blasting 
and mining purposes. 

Of 8. B.1 there are two varieties, S. B. for hard 
rock, and 38. B.2 for softer rock, such as coal, slate 
or chalk. In their effects they are more like dyna- 
mite than gunpowder, 8. B.1 being equal in strength 
to No. 1 dynamite, while 8. 8.2 is more gentile in its 
action. . 

They are supplied in cartridges, which are packed, 
slong with the necessary primers, in cardboard 
boxes, each weighing 5 Ibs. 

Tne primers are small cartridges about 2 inches 
long. They have an extra waterproof wrapper or 
envelope round the upper part, to enable them to 
be firmly tied round the fuse, and prevent the fuse 
and detonator s!ipping from their position. 

The advantages gained by use of these powders 


are: 

They are absolutely safe to carry and handle. 

They emit little flame, and pruduce neither noxi- 
ous fumes nor smoke, so that the miner can imme- 
diately return to examine the effect of his shot, and 
continue work without having to wait forany fumes 
or smoke to pass away, thus saving time and pre- 
serving the health of the workmen. 

There is a great saving io drilling, smaller and 
fewer bore holes being required. 

Ia holes of the same diameter, one inch in length 
of 8S. B. is equal in effect to from three to four inches 
of gunpowder. 

But & more important saving is effected by the re- 
duction of the diameter of the bore holes. Thusa 
one-inch hole charged with S. B. is much more 
effective than a two-inch hole charged with gun- 
powder. 

Smokeless 8. B. burns very slowly, so that if acci- 
dentally fired without being detonated it would only 
burn, much as a flare light without danger. 

it is not affscted by heat and does not freez3, 
which rerders it peculiarly suitable for export to 
warm or cold climates, 

For both 8. B 1 and 8. B. 2 No. 6 detonators should 
be used. Good results can aiso be obtained with 38. 
B. 1 using Nos. 3, 4 or 5 detonators, but they are not 
recommended where No. 6 are available. 

For use under water the fuse must be tied tightly 
into the primer so as to prevent the possibility of 
water reaching the powder or the fulminate in the 
detonator. At the same time care should be taken 
in tying the fuse not to cut or tear the wrapper of 
the primer. 

In wet or damp ground waterproof fuse must also 
be used. ° 

8. B. completes the list of the Smokeless Powder 
Company’s products. 

I may add that during the whole of thstime we 
have been at work, we have never hada single acci- 
dent from explosion. The process is absolutely safe, 
in tact, an explosion is simply impossible until the 
powder gets into the drying house, the manufacture 
being carried on in the wet state up to that point, 
and even then itis highly unlikely as we use only 
heated air for drying. With regard to the safety of 
the completed article, [ had very good proof of that 
some little time ago; [ had undertaken to revise an 
article for the editor of a well known Eaglish mag- 
azine, and one morning he vame in to discuss some 

oints with me. I was showing him the difference 

n rates of combustion of the diffsrent powders to 
suit different bores, snd I stupidly, without notic- 
ing it, aid down a tin containing a pound of powder 
close beside the giass on which I was burning the 
powders. Tae result was the powder io the tin, 
which had no lid on, caught fire, and after it had 
burned for a few seconds and the gas in the tin wai 
develo sufficiently, it burst with a loud noise, 

g the rest of the unburnt powder over the 
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room. Had that been black powder, I fear it would 
have been all up with both of us, and I should have 
missed this pleasant trip across the Atlantic and the 
world would have had one editor less. 


MAGAZINE RIFLES. 


I’come now to the subject of magazine rifles. The 
choice of a repeating rifie is a matter of as vital im- 
portance as the selection of a smokeless powder for 


it. 

The gain of a magazinerifie, whether it be of large 
or small calibre, over a single loader, apart from 
the confidence that it inspires, consists in the num- 
ber of rounds that can be fired continuously through 
the magazine. The soldier has not at a critical mo- 
ment to fumble about his pouch for a cartridge. 
The magazine rifle has no advantage over the single 
loader as regards rapidity of fire, if the firing be 
continued for one minute, owing to the time neces- 
sary to refill the magazine after its contents have 
been expended. It is stated that between fifty and 
sixty rounds have been fired from the single loadin 
Soper rifie in one minute, and it is very doubtfu 
whether any magazine rifie could attain that rate of 
fire. . . . Moreover, unless special precautions 
were taken, the barrel would become terribly heat- 
ed after one minute of such firing. Naturally, no 
aim could be taken under such conditions of rapid- 


ity. 

The advantage of the magazine rifie is that a soldier 
when the enemy are about to charge, can fire —_ 
shots in rapid succession—or with deliberation with- 
out removing his rifle from the shoulder or seeking 
for cartridges which, in the excitement, he may be 
clumsy about seizing and placing in the breech. The 
magazine loader is also invaluable to a sentry 
against a superior body of men who attempted to 
rush him, and would enable a couple of men under 
cover to bold a bridge or any other similar short 
narrow defile against a company. no 

At the same time, in the hands of ill-disciplined, 
badly-commanded troops a — rifle * might 
prove a curse instead of a blessing.” 

It may, however, be taken for granted that the 
single breeehloader will soon be as obsolete weapon 
for military purposes, as the old muzzle-loader 
now is. 

Repeating rifles were first used by soldiers in the 
American Civil War of 1861-64, the cavalry on both 
sides being provided with tne Winchester and Spen- 
cer repeaters. In the Russo-Turkish war of 1877 the 
Turkish cavalry possessed large quantities of Win- 
chester repeaters. In 1878 the French supplied their 
navy with the Kropatechek repeater. In 1885 some 
French battalions in Tonquin were three times re- 
pulsed by a body of Chinese who were provided 
with a Lee detachable magazine rifie. In the same 
year, at the conquest of Tuois, and again in 1885-6, 
in Madagascar, the French used magazine rifles. 

In 1886 the Austrians adopted the Manunilcher 
magazine rite, and some 80 were manufactured 
and issued to the troops. Tae magazine holds one 
packet of five cartridges. 

lo Denmark trials bave been taking place since 
1883, and it is believed that the American Lee rifle, 
with a calibre of 0.315in., or the Krag-Jorgensea 
will be adopted. 

The French, till lately, possessed two descriptions 
of magazine rifles, the Kropatschek and the Gras. 
These being found unsatisfactory, the Lebel has fin- 
ally been adopted, bored to .315,and some 350,000 
bave been issued. 

The rifies adopted by the Germans are the Mauser, 
.310 bore. and also a slightly altered form of the 
Maononlicher. 

Italy and Switzerland have taken to the Vetterli, 
with a bore of .409, while Turkey and China favor a 
calibre .483. Switzerland has also a magazine rifle 
known as the Scawidt. 

Sweden has adopted a Remington small bore in- 
stead of the Jarmann. In America I understand 
the authorities have finaliy decided upon a modified 
form of the Krag-Jorgensen. 

Ip the English Army the reduction of calibre has 
been carried to an extreme point, the Lee-Metford 
of .303 bore having been adopted. At first it was 
not looked upon with favor, as it was considered 
too complicated a weapoa for practical use, but it 
has now been greatly altered and improved, and in 
every point comes up to the standard laid down by 
the committee of selection, that standard being: 
(1) strength to stand the rough usage of service in 
the field, (2) pon liability to get out of order, (3) easy 
extraction of cartridge case after firing, (4) lowness 
of trajectory, (5) accuracy, (6) ease of manufacture 
apd repair. 

The following are its chief points: The breech 
action is on the “bolt” system and the cocking 
piece is so arranged that the rifle can be carrieti at 
half cock. The barrel and rifling isas follows: 
Length of barrel, 30.2 in.; calibre, .303; rifling, Met- 
ford system with seven grooves; depth, .00tin.; left 
banded spiral, one turnin 10in. The magazine con- 
sists of a sheet steel box, inserted from uader the 
body in front of the trigger guard, through an 
opening in the body and secured from loss by a 
steel chain. Lt is held in position by a spring in the 
body engaging a notch on the magazine. It con- 
tains eight cartridges,and may be filled when in 
position in the rifle, or when detached, by inserting 
the cartridges one by one. A spring at the bottom 
of the magazine presses upwards a movable plat- 
form, forcing the column of cartridges also up- 
wards. A “cutoff” is fitted to the right side of the 
body which, when pressed inwards, stops the sup- 
ply of cartridges from the magazine, so that the 
rifle may then be used as a single loader. The mag 
azine cam be be removed by pressiug asmall lever 
inside the trigger guard. The rifle 1s provided with 
two sets of sighte, one set graduated up to 1,900 
yards, and the other from 1,800 to 3,500 yards for ex- 
treme range firing. The bayonet is a two edged 
sword bayonet. The weighi of the rifle with the 
magazine empty is 9 1b. 8 oz., weight of sword bay- 
onet, 154% oz., scabbard 4% oz. 

While reducing the vore the Committee like- 
wise decided to shorten the sword bayonet to 12 
inches. 

In this they probably followed the example of 
Frederick the Great, who, when a minister once 
proposed to lengthen by two inches the sabres of his 
cavairy, in order that they might be ¢qual to those 

of the enemy, replied: “‘ Let my soldiers approach 
by two inches instead, and re-establish the equilib- 
rium in that way.” All the same experiments and 
combats between men with bayonets uf various 





lengths and shapes have established the superiority 
of a short over a long side arm. 

The bullet has a lead core, with an cacaiope of 
some other metal, a purely leaden bullet ng 
found unsuitable as, owing to the increased veloc- 
- 4 and the rapid twist, the barrel becomes leaded 

ter a few rounds. For the envelope copper, 
nickel, and steel were all tried, and the latter final 
_———_ Tbe objection to copper is that the 
“first shot”’ fired out of a clean barrel is very erratic, 
and the copper flies off from the lead on striking. 
It is possible, too, that if this bullet was used ian 
civilized war, it would be considered as an infrac- 
tion of the Geneva convention. 

There can be no dispute about the numerous ad- 
vantages possessed by « small-bore rifle over one of 
a comparatively large calibre. Theyarethese. Re- 
duction in size and weight of cartridges, 115 rounds 
of the new ammunition weigh no more than 70 of 
the Martini-Henry. Increased accuracy and psne- 
tration. Practical abseuce of recoil. Higher muz 
zie velocity giving a lower trajectory; using the 
fixed sight a man can be struck up to 470 yards. 
Saving in transport of aramunition; a greater num- 
ber of cartridges can be carried in the magazine of 
the rifle without increasing the weight of the 
former. 

The iotroduction of magazine rifies, and a smoke- 
less explosive agent, must be followed speedily by 
a revolution in tactics. For were voatending forces 
approaching each other under the tactical condi- 
tions now in vogue, one dependent on gunpowder 
would suffer tremendous blows from batteries 
whose position and distance they would be quite 
unable to determine except by the sound and re~ 
port, and their aoa ew would be completely de- 
moralized by being harassed and picked off by an 
unseen enemy. Their attacking line would suffer 
severe losses without being able to adequately in- 
flict them on the advancing enemy, and, lastly, 
when at close quarters enveloped in dease smoke 
from the rapid use of their own magazine rifies, 
their enemy, provided with the smokeless explo- 
sive, would have a perfectly clear front. 

From what | have said [am sure you willall agree 
with me that the days of black powder are num- 
bered, and that the adoption of smokeless or nitro 
powders and magazine rifies for all military pur- 

is only a matter of time. No doubt there are 
occasions during naval and ee A operations 
when the shroud of smoke produced by musketry 
or artillery fire has proved of important advantage 
to one or other or to both of the belligerents, but 
this smoke will have tobe found from other sources. 

Invention begets invenuwon. The latest is that 
Colonel Crease has invented a sort of fuse or rocket 
case which, on ignition, gives forth dense volumes 
of smoke, with tne idea of effecting a screen for the 
attack. Also, from Berlin, we learn that Professor 
Scheiller has improved upon Colonel Crease’s fuses 
by inventing a maehine for producing artificial 
smoke on a battlefield to counteract the introduc- 
tion of smokeless powder, and the French have a 
new invention in the shape of a smoke bomb in- 
tended to be fired into the ranks of the enemy who 
uses smokeless powder, and so obscure their view. 

With the adoption of smokeless powder the duties 
of the guard and patrol will be made immeasurably 
more difficult by the absence of smoke and noise 
which, in the case of the employment of ordinary 
powder attracted their attention to and pointed 
out the position of the enemy. On the other 
band it will render capital service to the franctireurs 
whose object is to escape from and confuse the 


guard. 

Sudden attacks and surprises will become matters 
ef such daily occurrence, that outposts and patrols 
will have to be immensely strengthened and kept at 
tae utmost tension of watchfulness. Firing drill 
and discipline must necessarily be made muehb 
stricter than at present. The most important fault 
of the smokeless powder is, however, the terri- 
ble clearness, the overwhelming  distinotness 
with which, when it is used in battle, every 
man will able to see the carnage and 
slaughter around him. Hitherto the heavy roll 
of the firing bas mercifully smothered the eries and 
shrieks of the wounded, the cloud of powder smoke 
has veiled the horrible sight of men piled ino 
heaps dying and dead, their dreadful sufferings, their 
agonized end. Each man fighting behind a thick fog 
of smoke, which was only wafted aside now and 
then by a gust of wind, or lightened by a pause in 
the firing, felt a certain sense of screened security 
mistaken indeed, but none the less reassuring, uatil 
he himself was struck by the fatal bullet. How will 
it bein the future? The fall of each man who is 
shot down will be clearly seen by his comrades, 
every cry of anguish will be beard by balf the com- 
pany, the least hesitation, the least vaciliation, 
which, through the rapid change of commander, 
that a death or a severe wound often renders neces- 
sary, will be immediately observed by the men and 
rob them of that feeling of perfect confidence the 
ought to have in their officers. On the other hand, 
the advantages of smokeless powder may bs sum- 
med up: The demoralizing and bewildering effect 
on the corps exposed to infantry fire, and the diffi- 
culty experienced by the enemy in determining the 
distance and the direction whence the fire comes, 
the increased certainty of aim arising from the ab 
sence of smoke from their own fire, especially in the 
case of artillery, where it enables at least three 
times as much to be fired as with the old powder. 
For the defence, it is an inestimable boon; for the 
attack, it means certain death.

Practice, bas made bis annuai report on tae ponges yone of 
188. He makes some radical recommendations, mong 
otner things, Col. Coase says: “ Organization, equipment 
drill—all aim at the one result of making the soldier as effi 
cient as possible. On the rifle department rests a responsi- 
bility—that of fitting the soidier for the discreet use of his 
rifle, The strength of the force, rather than the prominence 
of individuals, has been the object sought. Ualess a man 
understands first principles of snooting, and be grounded by 
Practice in the use of bis weapon of defence and offence he 
nas 00 place in the State force. Qualifications were tne same 
as io 1891, Company work was encouraged, with in jividual 
practice expected of every man. Tae rifle work of the cur- 
reat year, outlined in general order, left much to the mili- 
tary instioct of over officer commanding men, 

“It is not always the most clever shot who is the ideal in- 
structor in rifle work. There is danger lest a signally dis- 
tinguished marksman be chosen as an inspector who does 
oot realize that the subordioation of self is necessary to ae- 
cure the maximum of progress ia tbe organization. The 
top score in a match isa poor ambition compared to the suce 
cess of a team. 

“With the singularapathy of many officers, much depends 
upon the maygoetism and ability of the rifle inspectors. On 
them the standard of excellence in the organization hinges, 

* During the close season there must be watchful care to 
see tnat records are given preliminary iostruetion and the 
indiff srent element in any company aroused to the neceasst 
of improvement, This calis for thought, time and tact.” 

In reference to the lack of interest and failure of many 
te gouty as marksmen, Col, Chase says:

Col, Chase says the qualifications compare favorably with 
other States, and in tne highest gcades are proof of greater 
excellence, “The lowest qualification is within the capac- 
ity ot any one fit to draw tne State pay as a soldier.” He 
compliments the splenaid work of Cos. E aad F, Naval Bat- 
talion, and says that Fall River company of the same com- 
mand, “10 qualifying every mao ino a siagie month, set an 

example to the militia that wins my hearty commenda- 
tion.” Of competitions tne report says: “In some com- 
panies work hss been carried on with asnap. Tne 6th Re- 
giment was admirably bandied.” Of the Siate range the 
report says: * While,in my judgment, the 200-yarJ range 
is as safe as any range can be made, the locality is such that 
the mile range is open to some criticism, even fur first- 
ciass marksmen.

WHILE a great deal has been said about lack of commis- 
sary supplies and eooking ovtfits among the organizations 
of the New York Guard on duty at Buffalo last August, the 
fact tbat Troop A, Capt. Chas.
